The prior art teaches magnetic film compositions which comprise particles of Nd- 
Fe-B system materials dispersed in organic mediums which may include polymers and 
organic solvent. The prior art such as Kishimoto (US 6,517,934) teaches that the 
organic medium may contain polyurethane and other polymeric compounds. However, 
the prior art does not teach or suggest the claimed composition wherein the organic 
medium consists of a polymer of the claimed materials and an organic solvent.
